The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach the combination of limitations in the amended 
independent claims 1,11,13, especially, "wherein the detection unit performs the 
detection only when the currently-executed thread has not yet been subject to 
examination by the examination unit; and the detection unit includes: a finding sub-unit 
operable to, when the detection has performed, store, to a working memory area that 
corresponds to the currently-executed thread, the object pointer detected as the 
processing target and an object pointer of an object that can be reached from the 
object pointer detected as the processing target; and 

a management sub-unit operable to, while execution of a selected thread is being 
stopped by the examination unit, manage, as a non-freeing target, an object that can be 
reached from the object pointer stored in the working memory area corresponding to the 
currently executed thread." 

Rautenbach et al. (US 2002/0165848) do not fairly teach limitations listed above. 

Dependent claims 3-10, 12, and 14-16 incorporate the listed limitations by reference 
and contain limitations that further distinguish over the art of record. For these reasons, 
claims 3-10, 12, and 14-16 are considered allowable over the art of record.
